A fast-burning fire was 
reported raging Monday 
morning at Building 19 of the 
Lemontree Apartments in 
Van Buren Township.

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DetRo Recovery to sue city 
on sludge plant site rezoning

Several new developments are 
taking place in the bid by DetRo 
Recovery of Detroit to build a 
sludge recovery plant in Romulus, 
the latest being a lawsuit against 
the city. 

Letters were sent Monday by the 
law firm of Eleanor Cattron Smith 
of Detroit to a lengthy list of 
Romulus elected city ’ officials, 
employes and residents informing 


them that they are to appear in 
Wayne County Circuit Court for the 
taking of oral depositions. 

The letter stated that the list of 
witnesses was only a partial one. 
Named to appear for depositions 
are: ex-Mayor Terry Troutt; Clerk 
Leonard J. Folmar; Treasurer 
Beverly McAnally; Council 
Chairman Mary Ann Banks; 
councilmen Jimmy Raspberry and 
Edward Rush; state Rep. Edward 
Mahalak; Hyle Carmichael, the 
city’s industrial coordinator; 


Donald Treder, chairman of the 
city Phoning Commission; Hulen 
Yates, Planning Commission 
member; Dave Sanders, city 
planner; Robert Plank, assistant 
DPW director; Mel Morgan, 
prominent local businessman, 
Carol Bales; and Thomas Demski. 

Persons on the list were informed 
they are to appear in Wayne 
County Circuit Court at 9 a m 
Friday, Oct. 31, with depositions 
slated to continue on the following 
day, Saturday, Nov. 1.

By council action 


5 CETA employees rehired 


Five of 12 CETA employes 
recently terminated by the city of 
Romulus have been put back on the 
payroll following a lively discussion 
at last week’s city council session. 

Some council members expressed 
irritation at not being notified of the 
rehiring by Mayor William M. 
Oakley, who accused that body of 
“playing games”. 

Although the item was not listed 
on the council agenda, it was 
brought to council’s attention by 
Treasurer Beverly McAnally. She 
asked for authorization to sign the 
rehired employes’ checks and 
questioned where the money to pay 
them was coming from. 

Council, after discussion, ap- 
proved a motion by Councilman 
Jimmy Raspberry, seconded by 


Councilman Ed Rush, to authorize 
payment of the five rehired CETA 
employes for two weeks. 

At that time, the motion directed 
the mayor to have an amendment to 
the current budget prepared which 
would designate funds to be tran- 
sferred to the general fund from 
anticipated revenues to pay the five 
employes. 

The amendment would authorize 
salary payments to the five em- 
ployes until the end of the current 
fiscal year. 

After some council members and 
the treasurer said they had not been 
informed of the rehiring, Oakley 
accused council “of playing 
games”. He said there was no 
reason to notify that body as the five 
positions were contained in the 
budget and sufficient funds were 


allocated to pay the five employes to 
the end of the fiscal year. 

The mayor reminded council that 
it was his responsibility to come up 
with the money. He said when the 
funds run out, the five employes 
could then be considered for layoff. 

Commenting on Thursday 
following the council meeting on the 
mayor’s explanation that funds to 
pay the five employes can come 
from anticipated revenues, 
McAnally said, “The entire budget 
is based on anticipate revenues.” 

Since the city charter specifies 
that intent to transfer the funds must 
come a week before the actual 
transfer, the earliest date for the 
five employes to be paid would be 
Nov 5. Passage of the amendment 
must await its submissal to council 
by the mayor. 


AIMP wins MPA awards 


Miss Young's CUFA series tops 


Associated Newspaper’s 
Publisher David J. Willett an- 
nounced this week that Carrie 
Young and Dennis G. Fassett, 
formerly of Associated, garnered 
three major awards for jour- 
nalistic excellence in recent 
statewide and national jour- 
nalism contests. 

According to Willett, Ms. 
Young and Fassett captured an 
Honorable Mention for “Best 
Investigative Reporting” from 
the National Newspaper 
Association’s Better Newspaper 
Contest, competing against daily 
and weekly newspapers of more 
than 5,000 circulation. 

The two journalists also won a 
first place award for “Best 
Enterprise Story” in the 
Michigan Press Association’s 
(MPA) 1980 journalism awards 


contest, and an honorable 
mention for “Best Local News 
Reporting” in the MPA contest. 

The national award-winning 
story, submitted by Willett, was 
titled “Communities United For 
Action (CUFA): Help or 
Frustration,” and was a series of 
stories detailing the operations of 
a problem-plagued government 
agency charged with assisting 
out-Wayne County’s low-income 
elderly and handicapped citizens. 

The four-part series which ran 
last year in all of Associated's six 
newspapers directly led to an 
FBI investigation into CUFA; to 
the firing of four high-ranking 
employees for payroll padding; 
and to the agency’s ultimate 
closing for re-organization. 

That series on CUFA also won 
the first place MPA award. 


Young, 24, of Canton Township 
notched her fourth state award in 
this year’s MPA competition, and 
garnered her first national 
award, while Fassett of Westland 
captured his third. 

Both Ms. Young and Fassett 
have left Associated Ms. Young 
left in December of 1979 shortly 
after completing the award- 
winning series on CUFA to accept 
the position of Executive Editor 
for CONQUEST, a statewide 
monthly newspaper serving 
Michigan’s Senior and Han- 
dicapped Citizens. 

In February of 1980, Fassett as 
Managing Editor of Associated 
resigned to assume new 
responsibilities with OMNICOM 
of Michigan, a local Cable 
Television company head- 
quartered in Plymouth.

Contacted Tuesday at his home, 
Kenneth Pearceall, president of 
DetRo, said the lawsuit will contest 
a recommendation by the city 
Planning Commission to the city 
Board of Appeals that the M-l 
zoning on its proposed site near 
Ecorse Road and the C & O 
Railroad is not suitable for a sludge 
recovery plant.

City receives 'bad' 
news: federal \ state 
funds will be late 

As if the city of Romulus doesn’t have enough financial-woes, 
now comes news that receipt of some $1.7 million in state and 
federal revenue sharing funds, and another $1.6 million in 
reimbursements due from the county for delinquent taxes will 
be late. 

Treasurer 6ever J y McAnally said Romulus wiP suTfrr 
because (.he day icdixy opeiuuov of oepenos 

upon the reliability of getting state and federal funds.” 

She emphasized that late receipt 


of the total $3.3 million, plus a deficit 
of nearly $1 million in the 1980-81 
budget, does not bode well for the 
city’s financial operation. 

For the current fiscal year, 
Romulus was anticipating $492,160 
in federal revenue sharing funds. 
However, she was informed by a 
bulletin from the Michigan 
Municipal League that Congress had 
recessed for the election campaign 
without taking final action on 
release of federal revenue sharing 
monies. 

Whether communities across the 
nation will ge the funds they expect 
from revenue sharing remains in 
doubt. 

According to the MML bulletin, 
“Finally, the post-election session 
(of Congess) will have many lame- 
duck members due to retirements 
and election defeats. 

“In such circumstances, past 
support for GRS (general revenue 
sharing) cannot be tatyen for 
granted, given the controversy that 
continues to surround the program,” 
the bulletin says. 

In state shared revenues, 
Romulus was slated to receive 
$1,236,730 for the current fiscal year, 
McAnally said. But, latest word 
from Lansing indicates the next 
quarterly payment due the last of 
November may not be forthcoming 
until about the first of next year or 
after. 

Also overdue is $1.6 million in 
delinquent taxes which the city 
receives from the county’s revolving 
fund following summer tax 
collections, she said. Under current 
laws, the county reimburses com- 
munities like Romulus for 100 
percent of delinquent taxes. 

But, like many other govern- 
mental agencies, the county’s 
revolving fund is in trouble also, said 
the treasurer. 

With Congress not scheduled to 
reconvene until Nov 12, 1980 after 
the general election, the MML 
bulletin is advising municipal of- 
ficials to contact their senators and 
representatives in Congress before 
that time in efforts to get them to 
approve authorization of the GRS 
program, the teasurer explained. 


School 
officials 
get pay 
raises 

Salary increases for eight 
members of the central staff of the 
Romulus school district w'ere ap- 
proved last week by the school 
board. 

TTie salary boosts were recom- 
mended to the board by Suot. 
William Bedell. 

The two assistant superintendents 
— Marvin Fischer, in charge of 
curriculum, and Thomas Janack, 
maintenance and operations - each 
received 6 1 ‘-percent raises, going 
from a yearly salary of $39,000 to 
$41,520. 

Dr Terrel LeCesne, personnel 
director, was given a 9 4 -percent 
salary boost from $36,500 to $40,150 a 
year. Dr. Bedell said LeCesne’s 
percentage increase was greater 
because his salary was being 
brought up on a par with those for 
Fischer and Janack. 

Five secretaries in the central 
office also received salary hikes 
Secretary to the superintendent 
went from $16,130 to $18,273 a year, 
while the secretary to the personnel 
director was increased from $16,054 
to $17,043 a year. 

Of the three remaining 
secretaries, one was raised from 
$14,980 to $16,706, a second went 
from $13,000 to $14,588, and the third 
was increased from $15,078 to 
$16,821. 

Dr. Bedell explained that some of 
the secretarial salary raises in- 
cluded inclusion of last year’s cost of 
living allowance. Added to i 
amount was a percentage boost, 
said.

DetRo sues city over rezoning site

tabled action pending more in- 
formation from DetRo. 

He said DetRo does have an 
option on “close to 40 acres” east 
of Romulus City Hall and ad- 
ditional property” in that area. 

However, Pearceall said, he did 
not believe that DetRo has options 
on additional land at this time near 
city hall. 

He disclaimed knowledge of 
reports that residents of the area 
near city hall had been given notice 
by DetRo to move prior to con- 
struction of the sludge recovery 
plant there. 

However. Dennis Francis, real 
estate director for DetRo, 
acknowledged that the company 
had additional acreage under op- 
tion in the city hall area, he said he 
could not divulge how many acres 
were involved or other details at 
this time. 

In other developments, the 


Romulus school district, upon 
recommendation last week by Supt. 
William Bedell, has hired a second 
law firm — Keller, Thoma, Sch- 
warze and Schwarze — to handle a 
variety of matters, including how 
DetRo’s proposed plant would 
affect the school system. 

Dr. Bedell said the law firm 
would be checking on a number of 
questions, such as: possibility of 


legal action by the school district 
should DetRo locate its plant near 
North Jr. High School and Wick 
Elementary School; determination 
of what court will have jurisdiction 
should a lawsuit arise; who will 
make the final decision on the 
plant’s location; have other 
communities out of the 76 which 
feed sludge into Detroit been 
checked out as sites for the plant; 


what guarantees will the school 
district have in regard to odors and 
drainage from nearby sludge 
recovery plant; and what financial 
benefits would the community 
receive from such a plant. 

Still another angle cropped up 
recently. In response to an inquiry 
from the city treasurer, DetRo’s 
law firm of Nellis, Jahr & Steffen 
of Westland indicated that Romulus 


would have to initiate action to 
receive payment fees from the 
company under “police powers” 
authorized in state statutes and the 
city charter 

Although the law firm’s letter 
cited several legal cases as 
precedent for such action by 
Romulus, nowhere did it state that 
DetRo would offer payments to the 
city voluntarily of its own volition. 


Specifically, the last paragraph 
of the letter to Mrs. McAnally 
read: “Based upon the above 
citations, it is my conclusion that 
Romulus has the authority under 
its police powers, its power to 
regulate trades and occupations 
and its power to collect excises 
levied for regulatory purposes and 
not as revenue levies, to impose a 
privilege fee on DetRo computed on 
tonnage delivered to the facility.” 

The letter, signed by John J. 
Nellis, based its opinions on the 
assumption that the sludge 
recovery plant is approved by 
Romulus. 

When it first proposed to build a 
sludge recovery plant in Romulus, 
DetRo was talking about paying the 
city about $150,000 to $200,000 an- 
nually in revenue. 

Later, at meetings before the 
Planning Commission, the figure 
reportedly had jumped to about $1 
million a year.

Condor seeks cable TV franchise 


They built Lemontree's and want to expand 


Another cable TV company, 
United of Englewood, Colo., did not 
make a scheduled appearance. 

Instead, the firm indicated it was 
only interested in obtaining a cable 
TV franchise for Van Buren and four 
other communities in a package 
project. 

The five communities are 
members of the Western Five 
Community Conference, a con- 
sortium which works for the 
financial best interests of its 
member communities. 

Recently, Western Five chose 
Omnicom of Plymouth as the firm to 
build a system for the five- 


community area. But, some 
members did not get backing from 
their townships boards and councils 
and the selection of a cable TV firm 
is hanging in limbo. 

Omnicom is scheduled to make its 
presentation to the Van Buren 
Township Board on Oct. 28. 
Previously, Comcast of Bala- 
Cynwyd, Pa had appeared before 
the township board to make its pitch 
for a township franchise. 

In addition to Van Buren. the 
township of Sumpter and Huron and 
the cities of Belleville and Romulus 
are included in the Western Five 
cable TV package concept. 

Before makine anv choice, the 


Van Buren Board will adopt a cable 
TV ordinance and name a cable TV 
communications commission to 
control its cable TV operations once 
the system is built. 

Condor told the township board 
that its installation at Lemontree is 
the first operating cable TV system 
in Wayne County and already has 
476 subscribers out of the total 1,196 
units at the complex. 

The Livonia firm said it could 
have cable TV operational in Van 
Buren within 10 months and that 93 
percent of the township would be 
covered by the third ear of 
operation 


“One of our pickets had his foot 
run over by the superintendent,” 
Grable declared. 

Grable said that the employes on 
strike — bus drivers, secretaries, 
cooks, mechanics, custodians, 
teacher aides, and maintenance 
personnel — are seeking a 12- 
percent salary hike. 

He said the school board had not 
presented its counter offer of 3Vfe 
percent until four and a half 
months after expiration of the old 
contract on June 30, 1980. 

“Their latest offer is now 5 
percent,” said Grable, “but other 
school districts who have settled 
this year have been getting from 9 
to 11 percent for hourly employes.” 

Grable said money was one of the 
main problems, the others being 
the school board’s attempt to 
reduce benefits and change 
language on vacations, holidays, 
supplying of tools, ana other items.

Tax proposal will harm schools

(Editor’s note: Romulus Supt. of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell believes 
three tax proposals on the Nov. 4 
ballot would harm the field of public 
education and jeopardize the in- 
dustrial and commercial tax base of 
communities like Romulus. His 
analysis of all three proposals 
follows.) 

The general election in November 
offers Michigan voters three tax 
proposals. These proposals are 
designed to reform property taxes in 
one form or another and are 
referred to as Tisch II, Smith- 
Bullard, and the Executive- 
Legislative Proposal. 

It is the overwhelming opinion of 
most state, university and public 
school officials that all three tax 
proposals would generally destroy 
state and local services as we know 
them today. The question residents 
in Southeast Michigan must deal 
with is whether they want to 
abandon a basic tax system that is 
tied to property values and replace it 
with a system that most assuredly 
would have to include substantial 
reliance on income tax or sales tax. 
The Southeast section of Michigan is 
obviously the highest income section 
of the state; therefore, one would 
conclude that this part of the state 
would be forced to pay a higher 
percentage of the tab. A community 
such as Romulus that is beginning to 
develop a substantial industrial and 


commercial tax base would lose the 
benefit of the monies that this tax 
base offers its local school district. 
This move to go to state-wide tax 
reform comes at a time when 
declining enrollment makes the 
local property tax bases even more 
substantial for each pupil. It is 
obvious that somewhere in the 
future, three to six years from now 
for example, Romulus will be a 
relatively wealthy SEV per pupil 
school district and be able to provide 
an adequate K-12 educational 
program solely from local sources. 

If several of these proposals go 
through, residents in Romulus would 
be forced to deal with the traffic, 
noise and odors often related to 
industrial and business development 
without the benefits of the tax base. 
The ballot proposals are extremely 
complicated, but they can be 
summarized generally as follows: 


TISCH II 

Reduces property tax assessment 
from 50 percent of true cash value to 
25 percent of what the property was 
valued at in 1978. In addition, it 
restricts any growth in real or 
personal property to 2 percent an- 
nually on a residential and 
agricultural property beginning in 
December, 1981. Business and in- 
dustrial and other classifications of 
property would be restricted to an 
annual rate of increase not to exceed 
the cost of living increase in the 
previous year. Local school districts 
would lose approximately one-half 


of their tax support, but Tisch 
requires the state to compensate for 
this loss by matching local taxes 
dollar for dollar. The problem with 
this approach, as pointed out by 
state officials, is that the state would 
not have adequate funds or taxing 
ability to provide these matching 
dollars; thus both the state and local 
school districts would suffer 
massive reductions in programs. 
The state budget director has in- 
dicated that, in the first year if Tisch 
were to go through, all school aid 
would be discontinued, all state 
parks would be closed, and many 
other reductions will occur. 
Smith-Bullard Proposal 

The Smith-Bullard Proposal limits 
the levy of local districts for 
operating purposes to from 1 to 7 
mills. The funds needed to replace 
the lost revenue would come from a 
state-wide tax of up to 30.5 mills on 
business and industrial property. 
The proposal calls for the establish- 
ment of a “program of general 
taxation” that would most certainly 
mean an increase in state income 
tax. This means that residents of 
Southeastern Michigan would have a 
bigger “bite” coming out of their 
income and they would lose the 
benefits of their industrial tax base. 
Actually, the Smith-Bullard 
Proposal is as much as an attempt to 
equalize the expenditures for 
education throughout the state as it 
is to reform taxes. 

It is being supported heavily by 
state-wide teacher associations who 


are interested in getting Southeast 
, Michigan’s tax base spread further 
to the out-state areas. 

The Executive-Legislative Proposal 
This is probably the least harmful 
of the three proposals to local school 
districts. It grants a $7,100 State 
Equalized Value Homestead 
Exemption to each property owner 
in the state and phases out the sales 
and use tax on residential and 
energy use. To replace the lost 
revenue, the proposal would in- 
crease sales and use tax by lVfe 
percent. Essentially this proposal 
would shift about $800,000,000 in the 
first year away from property tax 
collected locally to sales and use tax 
collected by the state. The major 
problems with this proposal is that 
its funding base over the long haul 
would not be adequate to meet local 
and state needs and it is another one 
in a long series of patchwork at- 
tempts to solve taxing problems in 
this state. 

In summary, the three tax reform 
proposals are well intended at- 
tempts to correct some problems in 
the existing property tax system. It 
is my opinion and that of most state 
and local officials, that they miss the 
mark in making corrections and 
indeed go so far as to either destroy 
needed services or create increases 
in other unwanted tax areas. 
Romulus and other residents of 
Southeast Michigan should be very 
careful to safeguard against any 
attempt to reduce or transfer the 
benefits of their business or in- 
dustrial tax base.

Romulus charter changes 


Since I’ve read about the two propositions to be 
placed on the November 4, ballot, I wondered if the 
Romulus citizens have been made aware of what 
they will be voting for? 

1. Proposed charter amendment to increase the 
terms of all elected officials from 2 to 4 years at the 
election of officers in November 1981; 

My idea of 4 year terms seem to be a necessity if 
we are to attract qualified people to run for full 
time offices of mayor, clerk, and treasurer. 

As to councilman terms, which are part-time 
positions, it isn’t necessary for 4 year terms, 
especially w hen the county and state hold elections 
every tw r o years which are necessary. 

If indeed, the voters w'ant 4 year council 
terms, it would have been my desire that it be 
for 4 year staggered terms, whereby at the first 
such election the 3 highest vote receivers be 
awarded the 4-year terms and the following 4 to 
2-year terms. 

With those 2-year terms becoming 4-year terms, 
elective after the initial 2 year period has passed. 


Henceforth council candidates would run every 2- 
vears for the staggered 4-year terms. 

This hopefully would leave the council with 3 or 4 
experienced councilman, should all new ones be 
elected at one staggered election. 

Albeit there is little likelihood that all in- 
cumbents would lose in any one election. But new f 
council compositions can make for positive 
progress in Romulus. 

2 Approval of the Civil Service Section as 
authorized by the charter. 

It seems about time that our city starts 
becoming of age and offers something to its ex- 
perienced employes after ten years. For with 
continued turnover, it leaves the city wanting for 
providing adequate services to its citizens. 

Civil Service merits your deepest consideration 
at this time.

Reye syndrome 


With Halloween fast approaching, an awesome responsibility 
confronts adults not only in our circulation area, but across the 
nation. 

What responsibility? 

That of safeguarding the safety and lives of young children who 
are out after dark participating in the long-awaited “trick or 
treat” associated with the autumn holiday. 

In recent years, a few “sick”adults have taken it upon them- 
selves to insert glass, razor blades, and other sharp objects into 
candy, apples and other treats given to trick or treaters. 

Parents should take advantage of services now being offered by 
most local police departments — having all of the candy, fruit and 
other edible foods screened by metal detectors at designated sites 
publicized in advance of the Halloween holiday. 

Also, parents should cooperate with advice from police officers 
and dress their children in light-colores clothing so they can be 
easily seen by motorists as they cross the street. 

Parents should provide their kids with a flashlight and make 
certain that they do not go out alone. 

Halloween coyld be made a lot safer for our children and a lot 
less worrisome for parents if a few useful precautions are taken.

Sometimes you need a seventh sense about your 
children. The sixth sense is all right for the bumps 
and bruises of childhood, but when it comes to a 
serious disease, like Reye Syndrome, you need a 
seventh sense. 

Reye Syndrome is the mysterious disease that 
sometimes follows influenza or chicken pox during 
a child's recovery stage. It attacks mostly 
children from infancy to 18 years of age, and it’s 
sometimes fatal. It’s not contagious, but it’s a 
disease to be feared. 

So threatening is Reye syndrome that last year 
schools in some communities were closed, parents 
lived with anxiety, and several children died. 

The only thing we can say to parents is watch for 
symptoms from one to ten days after your children 
recover from flu or chicken pox. Your alert 
seventh sense will make you aware of the symp- 
toms. 

The symptoms are nervous disorders such as 
personality change, irritability, disorientation and 


confusion, followed by vomiting, delirium, and 
convulsions Often coma follows, and sometimes 
death When the first symptoms appear, don’t wait 
until morning to call your doctor. Call im- 
mediately! If your doctor is not available, take 
your child to the nearest hospital emergency 
room. Spped is essential to recovery. The disease 
affects the liver and causes brain swelling, and in 
most cases can be cured, if treated in time. 

We re trying to find out what causes Reye 
Syndrome. A Great Lakes Surveillance group was 
formed in 1977 to learn what causes it and how it’s 
spread. So far our evidence doesn't tell us w hat we 
need to know . Similar studies are being dome in 
other parts of the country, so the answers may be 
forthcoming 

In the meantime, be aware. If your children 
come down with flu or chicken pox, watch them 
closely— very closely— for the next ten days. If 
you detect thesumptoms described above in their 
recovery period, get immediate medical help. 
Your watchful seventh sense could save their 
lives. 


The Other Side 
of the Meridian 

Ugly ducklings

There is a natural replusion for the ugly. 
I remember as a kid when my face was 
scared by acne, people would turn their 
face and look the other way. 

I would ask, “Why?” and, of course, 
there were no real answers. It was largely 
due to unconsiderate. illiterate people who 
were conditioned by society to breed 
contempt for us “ugly ducklings.” 

Strange I should let that Danish author’s 
thoughts about the swan capture and take 
over my mind as I listen as each citizen 
addresses Council, denouncing them “for 
allowing foster homes to come into our 
neighborhoods.” 

‘They will decrease the property value 
of our homes,” said one irate citizen. 

‘Our children — who will protect them? 
What will you tell me if one of my kids is 
molested or raped by these people?” asked 
another woman. 

The fears that a home for the 
schizophrenic would sound the death knell 
for their community brought residents 
before Inkster City Council Monday night 
to argue against approval. 

The tempest that followed unleashed 
some legitimate and not so legitimate 
concerns. Most spoke as if “dooms day” 
would arrive the day the foster home 
opened. They saw these future neighbors 
as rapists, drug peddlers, child molesters 
— you name it. And felt that Council and 
council members were betraying their 
trust . . . again. 

Like Captain Ahab, they refused to see 
that their problem was not with the foster 
home or homes, but with a society that 
breeds contempt for the mentally defec- 
tive or the handicapped. Our eyes rivet on 
anything that we feel “is not normal, 
unacceptable.” 

Most communities, moreover, will Fight 
“to the last man” against the invasion of 
such homes into their cities. And. that is 
one reason w hy such action is taken out of 
the hands of the local authorities — the 
state Legislature passed a law that under 
its guidelines a license for a foster home 
can't be rejected by a city council. 

The state law supercedes any ordinance 
that is or was passed by a municipality. 

Yet, if this is so, how do many 
municipalities and communities manage 
to keep out such homes? Why, according to 
figures offered by Inkster City Council, 
does the city house some 30 such homes? 

How can others show defiance to the law, 
while Inkster submits, although 
grudgingly to the law. 

It also seems that holding such public 
meetings is adding gross insult to the 
citizens’ intelligence. 

Here’s what Wylie Williams, city 
manager, said in a way of a response to a 
resident who asked: “Why. then, if we 
can t do anything to stop these homes from 
coming in. are we here?” Williams an- 
swered: 

“We must hold public hearings to let 
you, the citizens, know what is happening 
and to be heard, but you have no power to 
decide. We have sent a letter ( to the state) 
asking for a moritorium to stop this kind of 
establishment coming into our city. We 
have more than our share.” 

And asked by an inquisitive reporter if 
“these unwanted people have ever caused 
any problems . . . how many police runs 
have been made to these special homes . . . 
the reply was “We haven’t had any 
problems that I know* of.”

Clearing up half truths

I am very concerned with the 
statements Mr. George Roberts has 
made over the last several weeks. 
As a former candidate for public 
office and a former elected official, I 
am aware of the tactics and political 
motives used by political can- 
didates; however, what impact will 
his so-called half facts have on Van 
Buren Township? 

Mr. Roberts is making statements 
about issues that he virtually has 
little knowledge of When the 
election is over and the “politics" 
that goes along with elections die 
down, the fate of Van Buren 
Township will be dropped once again 
into the lap of the Supervisor 
I hope the voice of experience and 
past performance will prevail. 

Reflecting upon a few of Mr 
Roberts’ comments, I feel it is 
neccessary that I speak out at this 
time. 


First of all. I am not a full-time 
Grants Coordinator I am a full-time 
Community Developer and Grants 
Coordinator and my responsibilities 
entail much more than just ob- 
taining state and federal grants. 

Although much of this is un- 
derstandable considering that state 
and federal revenues make up the 
largest portion of our budget 
For Roberts to say that we 
received the federal grant for the 
French Landing Dam simply 
because we happen to have a dam 
available is ridiculous. I know for a 
fact that Supervisor Cullin spent 
many hours, day and night, with 
may different agencies trying to get 
tins project going 
One talks about Federal grants 
as though it were a simplified 
procedure The French Landing 
Dam Project alone involves ten 
interacting governmental and 
private agencies which all play an 
important part and Van Buren 
TowTiship is the nucleus for which 
tins joint venture revolves 


It didn’t just happen that Van 
Buren Township was ready to 
renovate the dam when funds 
became available It took a lot of 
skillfull planning along with being 
well informed of the activities taking 
place on the national level 

the statement regarding the fire 
station that Van Buren Township 
Ixi ill three years ago with federal 
funds is worthy of special mention. 
Planning ahead is an important 
function in local government 

It is true that federal grants come 
from your taxes and my taxes and 
the taxes from Detroit residents and 
Livonia residents, etc It is also true 
that most grants are usually 
awarded on a competitive basis, 
Supervisor Cullin was advised by 
our representatives in Washington 
that federal monies for public 
building such as township halls and 
fire stations would probably not 
become available again for many 
years and that we should submit our 
application 


Since plans were already in 
process for one square mile of 
multiple housing units and a future 
subdivision in the area of the new 
fire station, Supervisor Cullin felt 
that it was in the best interest of our 
taxpayers to build the fire hall 
rather than have to ask for a special 
miUage five years later in order to 
adequately provide fire protection 
for the residents in that area. 

Your tax dollars have already been 
collected and are in Washington; 
and based on that collection, 
Congress appropriates those tax 
dollars that you paid for special and 
specific projects. 

If Van Buren did not apply for any 
of those monies, then some other 
community will apply and use Van 
Buren taxpayer’s contribution to 
build a fire hall or other public 
building in their community. It is 
unequivocally good administrative 
planning to bring the taxpayers 
dollars back to Van Buren instead of 
letting them go to Detroit or some 


other municipality when w r e know 
the future need is here. 

Senior housing is another issue 
that Mr. Roberts dwells upon. I wish 
it were as simple to erect a senior 
Housing development as Roberts 
would like the residents to believe it 
is Senior housing is an issue that 
Supervisor Cullin, as well as past 
Supervisor Gollw'itzer, have been 
involved in for a long time She has 
diligently worked with one of the 
host developers in the country as 
well as others. 

The rules and regulations which 
M.S.H D.A. and H.U.D operated 
have made it very difficult for a site 
in Van Buren Township to qualify. 
One site was denied because of a 
lack of competitive shopping 

However, when one site is denied, 
we continue to pursue others and 
hopefully the housing agencies will 
soon realize the need our community 
has for senior housing 

As it is with many federal and 
state subsidies, it takes time to get 


the commitments necessary for 
development. 

In closing I only w ish to say to the 
voters in Van Buren township, 
please, be sure to know all the facts 
about the candidates. Don’t be 
mislead by halfdruths given by 
candidates who will use every 
political trick in the book to get 
elected 

It’s the aftermath that really 
counts, so take a good look at past 
performance and involvement. 
Supervisor Cullin is a life long 
resident of Van Buren and having 
been personally acquainted with 
most of the residents, she can 
associate with their needs and 
sentiments because they are 
basically the same as hers 
This is a four year term and I 
personally feel that Supervisor 
Cullin’s past performance and ex- 
cellent record establishes her as the 
only candidate qualified to guide our 
Township onward and upward 
towards continued good services and 
progressive prosperities.

If alcoholism has ever touched your life or the life 
of someone you care about, if you are interested in 
learning more about the disease for any reason, the 
Beyer Memorial Hospital Alcoholism Therapy 
Department has designed a 4-week series of 
programs for you.

On each evening, a different topic is scheduled. 
The presentations w ill combine lecture, discussion 
and films to explore alcohol abuse. 

People who believe they migh have a drinking 
problem, friends or family of a person w’ith the 
disease of alcoholism, or anyone interested in 
getting information about the disease, are welcome, 
said Arthur M. Schaffran, chief substance abuse 
therapist at Beyer. 

For more information, call the alcoholism 
theneapy department at 484-2439. 

The first program on Oct. 28 will consist of a 
lecture and discussion on the nature of alcoholism, 


its symptoms and phases. The sessions will run 
about to 2 hours, Schaffran said. 

Each of the next three sessions will feature a film. 

On Nov. 4, the film, “I’ll Quit Tomorrow’,” shows 
the progression of a “normal” drinker to an 
alcoholic. After each film will be a period for 
discussion and answering questions. 

The next session Nov. 11 will be of special interst 
to persons dealing with a loved one with a drinking 
problem, Schaffran said. The film, “The Process of 
Intervention,” show’s how people react to 
alcoholism, either by making it easier for the loved 
one to drink, or, intervening in a way that will en- 
courage the problem drinker to seek help 

The program for Nov. 18 features the film, “The 
Summer We Moved to Elm Street,” which tells the 
story of how alcoholism affected one family. The 
story is told through the eyes of a 9-year-old girl. 

There is no need to sign up ahead of time for any 
of the programs, Schaffran added The public is 
invited and encouraged to attend. 

The series also coincides with Alcoholism 
Awareness Week, which is the first week of 
November.

RE: CHARTER TOWNSHIP, OCTOBER 15, 1980 

Meeting called to order by Supervisor Cullin at 7:37 P.M. with the in- 
troduction of Mr. Robert Lillie Supervisor of the Charter Township of 
Pittsfield 

Mr. Lillie began by reading a prepared statement that will soon be published 
in a leading Clerks Association Magazine, giving reasons why Charter 
Township, in the hands of responsible Elected Officials, is a most desirable 
form of government. The following are some excerpts from the text of Mr. 
Lillie’s statement. 

“Experiences of Townships as well as cities have proven that as a com- 
munity becomes larger in population density, the need for health and safety 
services increases almost in direct proportion.” 

"Charter Township status provides a limited, but larger, tax base upon 
which to build delivery systems for providing urban services, and it also 
provides protection against annexation of tax base areas.” 

"The alternative to accepting these responsibilities in the eyes of the 
Legislators is that the urban growth should be allowed to take place through 
annexation to the adjacent city, where the development can be controlled 
under city laws and city services.” 

Open floor discussion was then with Mr. Lillie, the Board Members present, 
and the audience. 

In answer to the question ‘If Charter Township is so beneficial, why then is it 
almost always defeated?’ Mr. Lillie answered that the biggest reason for 
this is the fear of the immediate levying of 5 mills, which in reality almost 
never happens. Voters need to realize that they have a seven (7) member 
Board, answerable to the electorate, and it is there responsibility to 
judiciously manage these funds as they now' manage present funds. 
Supervisor Cullin indicated that because Van Buren Township now provides 
adequately those services necessary for basic health and safety, she an- 
ticipated no need at this time for an increase in millage. It'is her feeling that 
any increases in millage should be voted on by the people. 

The possibility of reversing the decision to eo charter was explained as 
follows by Mr. Lillie: If you go Charter by petition of the people, then at the 
end of four < 4 ) years, by petition of the people the process can be reversed. II 
Charter is attained by a vote of the Board, then it would take a vote of the 
Board to reverse it. 

In closing Mr. Lillie stated that 8 years have passed since Pittsfield became 
a Charter Township and he cannot recall one situation where he regrets the 
wisdom of the electorate which voted in favor of charter. 

TheBoard Members and audience thanked Mr. Lillie for coming and felt his 
comments were very informative.

ORDINANCE NO. 10-14-80 


AN ORDINANCE TO REPEAL ORDINANCE NO. 6-8-71 AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE REGULATION OF DANGEROUS BUILDINGS IN THE 
TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, OR- 
DAINS: 

Section 1. Name 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Van Buren Township 
Dangerous Buildings Ordinance. 

Section 2. Repeal 

The Van Buren Township Dilapidated Buildings Ordinance, recorded as 
Ordinance 6-8-71 enacted on the 8th day of June, 1971, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Dangerous Building, Prohibition 

It is unlawful for any owner or agent thereof to keep or maintain any 
dwelling or part thereof which is a dangerous building as defined in Section 4 
of this Ordinance. A dwelling as used in this section is defined as any house, 
building, structure, tent, shelter, trailer or vehicle, or portion thereof, 
( except railroad cars, on tracks or rights-of-way ) which is occupied in whole 
or in part as the home, residence, living or sleeping place of 1 or more human 
beings, either permanently or transiently. A house trailer or other vehicle, 
when occupied or used as a dwelling, shall be subject to all the provisions of 
this act, except that house trailers or other vehicles, duly licensed as 
vehicles, may be occupied or used as a dwelling for reasonable periods or 
lengths of time, without being otherwise subject to the provisions of this act 
for dwellings, when located in a park or place designated or licensed for the 
purpose by the corporate community within which they are located: 
Provided, that such parking sites are equipped with adequate safety and 
sanitary facilities. 

Section 4. Definition of Dangerous Building 


As used in this Ordinance, “dangerous building” means any building or 
structure which has any of the following defects or is in any of the following 
conditions: 

a. Whenever any door, aisle, passageway, stairway or other means of exit 
does not conform to the approved fire code of the Township. 

b. Whenever any portion has been damaged by fire, wind, flood, or by any 
other cause in such a manner that the structural strength or stability is 
appreciably less than it was before such catastrophe and is less than the 
minimum requirements of the building code of the Township or any ap- 
plicable statute of the State of Michigan. 

c. Whenever any portion or member or appurtenance is likely to fall or to 
become detached or dislodged, or to collapse and thereby injure persons or 
damage property. 

d. Whenever any portion has settled to such an extent that walls or other 
structural portions have materially less resistance to winds than is required 
in the case of new construction by the building code of the Township or any 
applicable statute of the State of Michigan. 

e. Whenever the building or structure or any part, because of dilipidation, 
deterioration, decay, faulty construction, or because of the removal or 
movement of some portion of the ground necessary for the purpose of sup- 
porting such building or portion thereof, or for other reason, is likely to 
partially or completely collapse, or some portion of the foundation or un- 
derpinning is likely to fall or give way. 

f. Whenever for any reason whatsoever the building or structure or any 
portion is manifestly unsafe for the purpose for which it is used. 

g. Whenever the building or structure has been so damaged by fire, w r ind 
or flood, or has become so dilapidated or deteriorated as to become an at- 
tractive nuisance to children who might play therein to their danger , or as to 
afford a harbor for vagrants, criminals or immoral persons, or as to enable 
persons to resort thereto for the purpose of committing a nuisance or 
unlawful or immoral acts. 

h. Whenever any building becomes vacant, dilapidated and open at door or 
window', leaving the interior of the building exposed to the elements or ac- 
cessible to entrance by trespassers. 

i. Whenever a building or structure used or intended to be used for 
dwelling purposes, because of dilapidation, decay, damage, want of repair 
or of defects in the drainage, plumbing, or faulty construction or 
arrangement or otherwise, is unsanitary or unfit for human habitation or is 
in a condition that is likely to cause sickness or disease when so determined 
by the health officer, or is likely to work injury to the health, safety or 
general welfare of those living w'ithin 

Section 5. Notice of Dangerous and Unsafe Condition 

a W r hen the whole or any part of any building or structure is found to be in 
dangerous or unsafe condition, the building inspector shall issue a notice of 
the dangerous and unsafe condition 

b. Such notice shall be directed to the owner, agent or lessee of the building 
or structure If the name of the owner, agent or lessee is not known, then the 
notice shall be direc ted to each owner of or party in interest in the building in 
whose name the property appears on the last local tax assessment records 


c. The notice shall specify the time and place of a hearing on the condition 
of the building or structure at which time and place the person to whom the 
notice is directed shall have the opportunity to show cause why the building 
or structure should not be ordered to be demolished or otherwise made safe. 

d. The Hearing Officer shall be appointed by the Township Supervisor to 
serve at his pleasure. The building inspector shall file a copy of the notice of 
the dangerous and unsafe condition with the hearing officer. 

e. All notices shall be in writing and shall be served upon the person to 
whom they are directed personally, or in lieu of personal service may be 
mailed by certified mail — return receipt requested to such owner or party’ 
in interest at the address shown on the tax records, at least 10 days before 
the date of the hearing described in the notice. If any person to whom a 
notice is directed is not personally served, in addition to mailing the notice, a 
copy thereof shall be posted upon a conspicuous part of the building or 
structure. 

Section 6. Hearings 

a. The hearing officer shall take testimony of the building inspector, the 
owner of the property and any interested party. The hearing owner shall 
render his decision either closing the proceedings or ordering the building to 
be demolished or otherwise made safe. 

b. If it is determined by the hearing officer that the building or structure 
should be demolished or otherwise made safe, he shall so order, fixing a time 
in the order for the owner, agent or lessee to comply therewith. 

c. If the owner, agent or lessee fails to appear or neglects or refuses to 
comply with the order, the hearing officer shall file a report of his findings 
and a copy of his order with the township board and request that the 
necessary action be taken to demolish or otherwise make safe the building or 
structure. A copy of the findings and order of the hearing officer shall be 
served on the owner, agent or lessee in the manner prescribed in Section 5. 

d. The township board shall fix a date for hearing, reviewing the findings 
and order of the hearing officer and shall give notice to the owner, agent or 
lessee in the manner prescribed in Section 5 of the time and place of the 
hearing. At the hearing the owner, agent or lessee shall be given the op- 
portunity to show cause why the building should not be demolished or 
otherwise made safe and the township board shall either approve, disap- 
prove or modify the order for the demolition or making safe of the building 

or structure. .... , L „ . 

e The cost of the demolition or making the building safe shall be a lien 
against the real property and shall be reported to the assessing officer of the 
township who shall assess the cost against the property on which the building 
or structure is located. 

f The owner or party in interest in whose name the property appears upon 
the last local tax assessment records shall be notified of the amount of such 
cost by first class mail at the address shown on the records. If he fails to pay 
the same within 30 days after mailing by the assessor of the notice of the 
amount thereof, the assessor shall add the same to the tax roll of the town- 
ship and the same shall be collected in the same manner in all respects as 
provided by law for the collection of taxes by the Township. 

Section 7. Review . .. . ... 

An owner aggrieved by any final decision or order of the township board 
under Section 6 may appeal the decision or order to the circuit court by filing 
a petition for an order of superintending control within 20 days from the date 
of the decision 

Section 8. Penalty . . . , 

An v person firm or corporation who is the owner or agent thereof who keeps 
or maintains anv building or structure which is defined as a dangerous 
building as defined in Section 4 of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not more than $500.00, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail, not to exceed 90 days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. A separate offense shall be deemed committed upon 
each day during or on which a violation occurs or continues. 

Section 9. Rights of Action 

The enumeration of rights of action and remedies under this Ordinance shall 
not limit or derogate the rights of the township at common law or in equity 
w ith other appropriate and proper remedies. 

Section 10. Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall become effective upon the expiration of 30 days after

It's time to stop mildew 


Eliminating the 
conditions that en- 
courage the growth of 
molds is the best way to 
prevent mildew from 
forming. 

"Warm, damp areas 
that are poorly lighted 
and ventilated offer 
ideal conditions for the 
growth of molds that 
cause mildew," says 
Anne Field, Extension 
family resource 
management specialist 
at Michigan State 
University. 

"Eliminating the 
dampness, improving 
ventilation and giving 
certain surfaces special 
care will help control 
the growth of molds. It 
is important to stop 
mold from growing 
because it causes 
considerable damage — 
it can discolor leather, 
paper and fabrics, and 
even eat into fabrics, 
causing them to rot and 
fall apart." 

In homes, molds that 
cause mildew grow on 
anything from which 
they can get enough 
food. Cotton, linen, 
rayon, silk, wool, 
leather, wood and paper 
are prime targets. 
Keeping closets, dresser 


drawers, oasements 
and other areas as clean 
and dry as possible will 
help prevent mold from 
growing. 

Musty odors dre a 
sign of mold growth and 
should be eliminated as 
soon as possible. Musty 
odors usually disappear 
if the air is well heated, 
and dried 

Controlling the causes 
of dampness will help to 
prevent the growth of 
mold spores, which are 
usually present in the 
air. The hot, humid 
weather that has 
plagued Michigan this 
summer makes con- 
trolling dampness 
difficult. Using 
dehumidifiers is one 
effective way to 
minimize dampness. 

Venting clothes 
dryers to the outside 
and using exhaust fans 
when cooking, bathing 
or laundering also help 
remove warm, moist air 
from the house On days 
when the outside air is 
dner than the air in the 
house, open windows 
when using fans to in- 
crease air circulation. 
Poorly ventilated 
closets get damp and 
musty during long spells 


of wet weather, and 
articles stored in them 
are likely to mildew. 
Improve the ventilation 
by opening closet doors, 
hanging clothing loosely 
so that air can circulate 
and using a fan to renew 
the air. 

Never let clothing or 
other fabric articles lie 
around damp or wet. 
Soiled garments should 
be dry when put in the 
hamper. Air and dry 
garments and shoes 
damp from rain or 
perspiration before 
putting them in the 
closet 

After a shower, 
stretch out the wet 
shower curtain. It will 
mildew if left bunched 
together or stuck to the 
wall of the tub. 

To absorb moisture 
from the air in closets 


and other enclosed 
areas, you can use 
certain chemicals. 
Silica gel, activated 
alumina and calcium 
chloride are available at 
some drug stores, 
building supply dealers, 
departments stores and 
hobby shops. Complete 
directions for proper 
use of these chemicals 
are listed in USDA 
Home and Garden 
bulletin No. 68, "How 
to Prevent and Remove 
Mildew."

Lawn, garden guide 


Lawn and garden chores don’t end 
with the first frost. Extension 
specialists at Michigan State 
University suggest a number of 
tasks are timely in October; 

— Keep mowing the lawn as long 
as it keep growing. The final cut on 
bluegrass or fescue lawns should 
leave blades about 1 to 1V 4 inches 
long. 

— Rake leaves off the lawn at least 
once a week. If they get wet and mat 
on the grass, they can smother it. 

— Plan to apply nitrogen to the 
lawn after the grass stops growing 
before the first snow. One to Hi 
pounds of actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet applied in early to mid- 
November provides for good root 
development and a gradual spring 
green-up. Hold off fertilizing next 
spring until the end of May. 

— To control broadleaved weeds, 
spray lawns with an herbicide on a 
warm, calm day in early October. 
Seeds are germinating now and 
young plants are relatively easy to 
kill. Spot treating next spring can 
take care of any you miss now'. 

— After the first killing frost, 
prepare roses for winter. Pile 8 to 10 
inches of soil around the canes. Then 
tie the canes so the w ind can’t whip 
them, and cover them with stray or 
hay. Use additional soil, plastic rose 
cones or chicken wire to hold the 
mulch in place. 

— Clean up fallen rose leaves and 
prune away dead, damaged or 
diseased canes to minimize next 
year’s rose insect and disease 
problems. 

— Remove dead or drying annuals 
and the tops of perennials from 
flower beds. They may harbor in- 
sects or disease organisms. 

— After cool weather has set in but 
before the ground freezes, plant 
tulip6, hyacinths and other spring- 
flowering bulbs. Choose a fertile, 
well-drained area not to close to 
house foundations or other sources 
of warmth. Bulbs tend to rot in moist 
soil. And they may perform poorly 
next spring if they are kept too 
warm this winter. 

— After frost has killed the 
foliage, dig tuberous begonias, 
caladiums, cannas, dahlias and 
other tender bulbs and tubers. Let 
them dry for a few days before 


storing in dry sand or vermiculite at 
cool temperatures ( 45-50 degrees F ) . 

— Remove and destroy all dead 
iris foliage and any iris plants 
severely damaged by insects or 
disease. 

— Plant or transplant peonies and 
other spring-flowering perennials. 

— Repot house plants that outgrew' 
their containers over the summer, 
and fertilize any that are still ac- 
tively growing. 

— If fall rains have been short, 
water evergreens throughly before 
the ground freezes. These plants will 
continue to lose water from their 
foliage during the winter, but the 
roots will be limited in their ability 
to replace it. Needles and leaves can 
be damaged or killed. Sending the 
plants into winter well watered can 
minimize the chance of injury. 

— After leaves fall, deciduous 
trees and shrubs can be planted or 
transplanted. Mulch and water new 
plants throughly. Support large 
trees with stakes and guy wires to 
prevent the wind from whipping or 
uprooting them. 

— Mulch young trees and shrubs 
with well rotted manure, straw, 
wood chips, leaves or peat moss. 
Mice may take shelter in thick 
mulch and feed on tender bark, 
girdling plants. Rabbits and other 
rodents may also damage plants, 
especially young fruit trees. A 
cylinder of hardware cloth placed 
around each trunk will keep rodents 
from gnawing on landscape plants 
and fruit trees. It must extend at 
least 1*2 to 2 feet above the usual 
snow level to be effective. 

— Trim dead, diseased or broken 
branches from shrubs and trees. 
Avoid other pruning of spring- 
flowering shrubs and trees now — 
you’d be cutting off next year’s 
flower buds. 

— Gather hickory nuts, walnuts 
and butternuts. 

— Collect the raw materials for 
winter crafts projects. These might 
include nuts, cones, dried weed seed 
heads, milkweed pods, meadow 
grasses and other plant materials. 

— Rake and destroy fallen leaves 
and fruits of apples and ornamental 
crabs to reduce the carryover of this 
year’s disease and insect problems

Rick Rogers 

I have not coached a finer ball player than Rick Rogers,” says 
Coach Floyd Carter. 

Rogers says little - he lets his playing do the talking for him. 
With two games left in his high sdhool career, the solid 6-2, 210 
pound running back needs 116 yards to become the first Wayne 
player to run for 2,000 career yards. He is shy 22 yards for L000 
yards in a single season. 

Rick radiates confidence every time he puts on a football 
uniform. He knows his teammates look up to him to lead and he 
doesn t shy away from that responsibility. Although he is a picture 
of grace every time he carries the ball, he knows that the painting 
is incomplete — there is so much more to learn. 

But. in the light of what he has accomplished — 18 TDs this 
season along w ith ( 26 career TDs ), 163 points scored during his high 
school career — Rogers is well on his way to setting Wayne records 
that will stand for many years to come. 

And all the above is written with good reason — if Rick Rogers is 
not named to all-state teams, then it’s time for the Panel to retire. 

I believe I’m not a solitary voice in the crowd when I say that it 
would be difficult to find a more worthy candidate for all-state 
accolades than the granite-built back from Wayne Memorial. 

On a slightly different but related subject, did you hear about the 
Belleville High School graduate who officiated two football games 
this year for his alma mater 

Several people in this area have discussed the “no-win” situation 
it places everyone in. For instance, a football official could be the 
most honest person in the w'orld, but what if he makes some calls 
that decide a close game? 

We feel that having a graduate come back and officiate his for- 
mer high school’s team is just not good at all and that it should not 
be repeated What do you think? 



There are many more, of 
course. But we didn't want to 
exhaust our memory 
because there stands before 
us one stonily faced, rugged 
prepgridder whose statistics 
tower above most others.

Rogers He has put meaning 
into Wayne Memorial’s 
offense and credibility to 
Wayne’s boast that it has one 
of the finest team’s in its 
history on the gridiron this 
season.

Mired in and around the cellar of

Coach Michael Colletta’s Tigers 
will be oul to do just that, even up 
their record, Friday night when they 
take on a listless Allen Park Allen 
Park will host Belleville for the 
conference finale which will get 
underway at 7:30 p.m. 

"We don’t know much about 
them,” said Colletta. referring to 
Mien Park “They’ve won one of 
their seven games In the past they 
have been really tough on us.” 

Colletta and his Tigers pulled one 
of the biggest upsets in the Suburban 
8 this season as they stunned 
Dearborn. 10-7 for their second 
victory in the league. They did it 
before a homecoming crowd. 
Dearborn entered the game w ith a 4- 
2 record 

“It’s a big win for us,” Colletta 
said. "We needed it and everyone 
was excited about it. However, 1 
know it may sound sort of strange, 
but I felt we have played better — 
and that’s hard to believe. 


There is a distinct aura of glory in 
the air, and all Westland John Glenn 
has to do is go out and beat one of the 
finest Class A teams in the state this 
year to enjoy it. 

Glenn clashes with the un- 
defeated, top-ranked in Region 4, 
Livonia Stevenson Friday night at 
the Spartan stadium and if Coach 
Chuck Gordon’s Rockets want to salt 
away some glory they’ll have to 
hurdle the four-time Inter-Lakes 
Conference champ. 

“Stevenson is a superb team,”

Normal's not bad, after all

Not too long ago I bought a 
magazine which has been sitting on 
my coffee table waiting to be read 
and along towards morning this 
morning I read it 

I was waiting for the screech of the

Fixing it up 


By DON GREEN 

The Stop Bath: After the film has 
been developed using the 
manufacturer’s recommended 
developing agent, time and tem- 
perature, we will need tyo stop the 
developing process. An easy way to 
do this is to use an acid rinse or short 
stop. 

This will neutralize the developer 
that has been left on the film from 


the developing process. 

Stop bath is a diluted solution of 
acetic acid. A hardener is 
sometimes used in the stop bath to 
prevent the swelling of the gelatin 
(film base). Thorough agitation for 
about 30 seconds will be sufficient 
time in the stop bath 

The fixer: After you have 
developed and stopped your 
negatives you must use a fixer. The 
fixer is used because the emulsion 
contains both image and the 
unexposed and undeveloped silver 
halide crystals. 

Usually only about 25 percent of 
the silver halide salts are reduced to 
metallic silver during the 
developing process. There are two 
reasons why the unused silver salts 
should not be left in the emulsions: 

1) "If the unexposed and un- 
developed silver halide salts remain 
in the negative they will, with time, 
darken as they are exposed to light 
and consequently render the 
developed image useless." 

2) "Although the composition of 
the unexposed and undeveloped 
silver halide is of salt cyrstals, they 


nevertheless have some opacity and 
this would obscure the developed 
image." 

With this in mind we must treat 
the film in a solution that will 
dissolve the sensitized and un- 
developed crystals yet maintain the 
developed image. This is called 
"fixation ”. 

The fixer is made of a solution of a 
chemical called thiosulfate This 
solution is sometimes referred to as 
"hypo". The hypo solution, without 
adding any other chemicals, is 
capable of fixing the image. 

Using a solution of just thiosulfate 
is not entirely satisfactory. We must 
use the other chemicals with the 
thiosulfate to help it perform its 
function more efficiently. 

Chemicals such as acetic acid and 
sulfire are used in some formulas, 
alum is used as a hardener and boric 
acid is used to increase the life of the 
fixing bath. Five to ten minutes in a 
freshly prepared fixing bath should 
do it for most films. 

Next week let’s look at the 
negative and how to spot any defects 
in it.

Life in a slow lane_ By MONA GR1GG 

There’s a fight going on in Detroit over whether or not a homeowner has a 
right to cover his home with aluminum trim. In these days of “Clean up, fix 
up", what on earth would prompt a governing body to deny the request of a 
man willing to spend his own money to make his home more comfortable*’ 

The problem is that said home is in a designated historic district. The 
Historic District Ordinance decrees that said homeowner cannot change a 
hair on the exterior of his own home without the express permission of the 
board 

To compound the problem further, the man moved into his house a full two 
years before the designation took place. He thinks that fact alone should 
unbind him from any rules and regulations. 

The board claims that as long as he chooses to reap the bounty of the 
historic designation (prestige, higher real estate value, low-interest home 
improvement loans, and possible tax breaks), he must also then learn to live 
within the tenets of the ordinance In short, he must take the bad with the 
good. 

He thinks the bad outweighs the good. True, he likes living there. He loves 
his 24 room house But he doesn’t like his leaky roof or his annual $4800 
heating bills He could solve all that, he says, by installing storm windows 
over his 12 x 12‘s. and by replacing the rotting wood trim with non-authentic 
but forever pristine aluminum. 

The Historical Commission gags at the thought of storm windows and 
aluminum trim It not only messes up the architectural integrity, they say, it 
also most assuredly wasn’t done in the old days. 

Never mind that neither was central heating or electric lighting or even 
television antennae done in the old days, one has to draw' the line 
somew here Even if it is a purely arbitrary line 

So what does all this mean? 

Just last week, the historical commission in Westland cosponsored a 
conference on historical preservation, w'here these very issues were 
discussed. Almost all of the communities covered by this newspaper were 
represented — and they are all beyond just talking about architectural 
preservation they are ready to do something about it. Namely, setting up a 
Historic District Commission. 

Westland, for instance, is just beginning a survey of all the pre-1940 houses 
and building in their tow n, to decide which of them should carry a historic 
building designation. Once the survey is finished, a permanent historic 
preservation commission will be appointed by city council. Then, once the 
ordinance is written, the commission will routinely monitor, through the 
building department, any changes being planned for the exteriors of the 
designated buildings. 

If the commission should decide that the changes are not in keeping with 
the original designation, they will be within their rights to request 
modification They will have that power. 

There are good and bad things about giving people power. The good thing 
is that they can then protect victims from other “powers" in times of need. 
The bad thing is that people with power so consistently abuse it. They tend to 
make victims of the very people they were put in pow r er to protect. As in the 
case of the Detroit Historic District Commission. 

The Westland group, on the other hand, is taking the position that an ef- 
fective preservation commission uses its power not to protect the historic 
building from its owner, but rather to protect the owner (and therefore the 
building) from outside elements making it hard for him to maintain and 
preserve. 

They see themselves as a service agency, ready to assist and educate the 
owners of historic dwellings in preserving the integrity of the building, 
rather than as a dictatorial body ready to pounce on him for painting his 
front door purple. 

But make no mistake, they still will have that power. 

Since this is the first ordinance of its kind in the City of Westland, great 
care is being taken in the wording of the document. There should be no 
question as to what the commission can or cannot do, so that future ap- 
pointed commissioners Cannot abuse the intenL

Councilmen pointed out that 
there had been no increase in the 
base rate since 1976, although the 
sewer costs charged the city by 
Wayne county had been increased 
in that period of time. 

The new rate structure was 
adopted after assurances that the 
city water and sewer funds would 
remain solvent with the adopted 
rate structure allowing the bonded 
indebtedness to be paid off while 
still leaving a cushion to maintain 
the system in proper repair. 

The federal court mandated 
increase in water rates affects all 
the municipalities purchasing 
water from the city of Detroit in 
the southeast corner of the state. 
The rate to the city of Belleville 
under the court order was in- 
creased 56 percent. 

The action on increasing rates 
came after the council went 
through the city audit report 
submitted by Neil Loney. 

Loney told the council that the 
audit indicated that the city 
financial records were in good 
shape. There were no recom- 
mendations for changing 
bookkeeping procedures or adding 
of auditing controls. 

“The city's system of 
bookkeeping and controls is to be 
commended." he told the council.

The Look rates among 

best of local rock 
and roll bands 


The Look is more than simply one of the 
better rock and roll bands in the area; 
they may well be the best. And when 
onstage, the inevitable question the Look 
asks is “We’re gonna rock, how 'bout 
you?” 

But the thing is, by the time the band 
gets around to asking it, their infectious 
brand of pop-rock and roll already has 
the crowd on it’s collective feet, dancing 
like there’s no tomorrow. 

But of course, there is a tomorrow, and 
it’s a time that the Look is anticipating 
greatly. See, the band has just recently 
finished recording their debut album 
down in Alabama with veteran producer 
Johhny Sandlin at the control boards. 

When I asked vocalist Dave Edwards 
about the seemingly strange match up of 
the Look, a straight-ahead rock and roll 
band, with Sandlin, best known for his 
work with southern groups like the 
Allman Brothers, he pointed out that his 
(Sandlin’s) experience would help, as 
he’s appeared on more than a hundred 
albums. He added that Sandlin wanted to 
get into producing northern rock bands. 

From what I’ve heard of the tapes, the 
team-up was a success, and that's all that 
matters in the end. The tapes are 
currently making the rounds with the 
industry A & R people, and a few labels — 
two of them major — have expressed 
much interest in adding the Look to their 
roster of rising young bands. 

You’ve probably already heard the 
Look on the radio, since the Detroit FM 
stations have given a bit of air time to 
“We’re Gonna Rock (How Bout You?)” 
and “Do You Want Me To,” both of which 
have met with a lot of positive listener 
feedback.

But it’s in concert that the Look really 
shines, where the band has so much fun 
that it’s impossible for you not to. While 
Dave Edwards demonstrates his ex- 
cellent vocal abilities, guitarists Randy 
Volin and Sammy Warren trade riffs like 
they were baseball cards. Meanwhile, the 
rhythm section of Rick Cochran on bass 
and John Sarkisian on drums more than 
amply hold up the bottom end of the 
band’s excellent original material. Every 
now and then though, the Look throw in 
an abscure cover version, most notably 
“Down On The Bay,” originally done by 
the Move (of “California Man” fame) 
and “River Of Love,” a great song by the 
little-known (and now sadly defunct) 
Sensational Alex Harvey Band. Both of 
these tunes will have you up and jumping 


around, as will the Look’s own songs, like 
the tongue-in-cheek “How’s That Treat In 
Your Mouth Babe,” a rather ambiguous 
pseudo-sexual number that’s a lot of fun, 
as well as being great to dance to. 

Just watch Volin vaulting around the 
stage, miming and mugging his way 
along a la Cheap Trick’s Rick Nielson, 
acting as the perfect foil for Edwards’ 
audience-relating vocal antics. Like I 
said earlier, they’re having so much fun 
that you do too. 

If you’ve never seen the Look, here’s 
your chance. If you have, you’ll no doubt 
be on hand Thursday and Friday nights, 
when the band appears at the Studio 
Lounge in Westland (call 729-2540 for 
details.) Like they say, They’re gonna 
rock. How ’bout you?

THE ELEPHANT MAN, 
from Paramount Pic- 
tures, , Directed by 
David Lynch, Written by 
Christopher DeVoro, 
Eric Bergren and David 
Lynch .

It should be stated at 
the outset that this 
movie has no connection 
with the Broadway play 
of the same name ex- 
cept for the fact that 
both this movie and the 
play tells the story of 
Mr. John Merrick, a 
horribly disfigured man 


' Elephant Man ' based on human dignity 


living in England during 
the Victorian era. 

Although there are 
plans to convert the 
Broadway play into a 
film, I have doubts that 
it will ever come to 
fruition on the big 
screen, as this film will 
be hard to top 

Merrick led a tragic 
life, being outcast by 
nearly everyone who 
saw him because of his 
bizarre appearance — 
tiie growths of tissue 
covering much of his 
tody, the deformation of 
the right arm and foot, 
and especially the 
enlar gement of the head 
for which he drew the 
title of "The Elephant 


Man/' Shunned by 
society he could exist 
only as a freak in a side 
show, put on display and 
ill-treated by his 
"owner/' 

The fact that Mr. 
Merrick was able to 
retain some form of 
dignity came about 
through the en- 
couragement of Dr. 
Frederick Treves who 
takes him out of the 
freak show and provides 
him with a decent place 
to live and plenty of care 
if not a cure. 

Anthony Hopkins 
portrays Dr. Treves, 
and there are other solid 
performances from Sir 


John Gielgud and 
Wendy Hiller as well as 
Freddie Jones as 
‘‘Bytes" who exploits 
Merrick's condition in 
the freak show. 

But it s clear that they 
all surround the central 
performance of John 
Hurt in the title role 
Hurt had to undergo 
four hours of make-up 
each day, and because 
he could not eat with the 
make-up, the shooting 
schedule had to be 
arranged so that he 
would be under the 
camera every other 
day. 

Director David Lynch 
has created an at- 
mosphere mood piece 


which is a remarkable 
achievement for only 
his second film and first 
for a major studio His 
choice of black and 
white film perfectly 
suits the harsh subject 
matter of a smoky, 
steamy England with its 
growing i n • 
dusUialization 
In the opening and 
closing sequences 
Lynch overplays the 
industrial connection 
and goes off on a surreal 
tangent that is more 
confusing than 
illuminating, but again 
it reinforces the tone 
As for the Elephant 
Man himself, although 
he states that "I am not 


an animal. 1 am a 
human being," he never 
quite becomes as 
sympathetic a 
character as he is 
meant to be. We don’t 
learn enough about his 
human nature. 

He goes from a virtual 
illiterate to a society 
gentleman in a 
cinematic instant, and 
begins to spout polite 
aristocratic dialogue. 

Partly based on 
Ashley Montague’s 
"The Elephant Man: A 
Study in Human 
Dignity," the film still 
remains a haunting 
reminder that dignity is 
of the soul. 



Energy supplies "more than adequate' for recreation 


Despite dire 
predictions by some 
government officials 
and futurists about 
energy availability, 
supplies will be more 
than adequate to meet 
the recreational needs 
of millions of Americans 
for at least the next two 
decades. Forthcoming 
developments in energy 
supply and usage — 
such as increased in- 


centives to find new 
sources, shifting use 
from petroleum to 
alternate energy forms, 
use of more fuel ef- 
ficient vehicles and 
equipment, and in- 
creased conservation 
practices — will result 
in ample and affordable 
fuel for recreational 
purposes for the 
remainder of this 
century. 


These are among the 
major findings of study 
of an overview of energy 
availability and utili- 
zation for recreational 
use conducted by the 
Hudson Research In- 
stitute. The study was 
commissioned by the 
American Recreation 
Coalition (ARC). 

The 60-page report, 
entitled "Energy and 


Recreation, " addresses 
two basic areas of the 
US. energy picture: 
energy availability, and 
energy use in the near 
and mid-term future, 
with emphasis on 
recreational require- 
ments. These re- 
quirements form twQ 
general categories: 1) 
direct fuel use by 
recreational equipment, 
and 2) indirect fuel use

from recreational areas 
and fuel used by the 
operation of the leisure 
attraction. 

Published in book 
form, the study contains 
22 tables and figures 
and makes extensive 
use of statistics. Based 
upon credible projec- 
tions of supply, demand 
and price. "Energy and 
Recreation" concludes 
that there should be 
more than an adequate 
supply of energy in the 
future for recreational 
use. Direct fuel use by 
recreational oriented 
vehicles (such as 
snowmobiles. motor- 
cycles. recreation 
boats, off-road vehicles, 
and Recreation 
Vehicles) was shown to 
be only three to four 
percent of the total fuel 
quantity used by all 
motor vehicles, while 33 
percent of all 
automotive driving is 
assoc ia ted with 
recreation 

The report notes that 
a lingering effect of the 
Arab oil boycott and the 
Iranian cutoff is that 
many individuals are 
uncertain about future 
fuel availability for such 
actions as participation 
in the recreational 
activity of one’s choice. 
Recreational activities
